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1 . Claims 1 2-24 stand withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on December 1 1 , 
2006. 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Paskach et al in view of Inagaki (5,098,732, col. 2). Paskach et al is described on 
pages 3-4 of the August 10, 2006 Office action. It would have been obvious to use a 
mechanical mixing means to assist in the mixing and form a more uniform product, if 
desired, in the process of Paskach et al since it is well known to mechanically mix ice 
cream ingredients with liquid nitrogen in a container in the preparation of an ice cream 
product, as evidenced by Inagaki. Further, the portion of the container surrounded by 
the liquefied nitrogen (claim 8) is an obvious matter of choice and is not critical. Also, it 
is conventional to vent excess vapor, as is present in Paskach et al. Thus, such vapor 
would obviously be visible and therefore be capable of being touched by a customer 
(claims 10-11). 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-1 1 submitted December 1 1 , 2006 
have been considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 
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5. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
